BATHING bicK PERSONS. 

Ono ufllio Itncnipilsoa M.'Mtls of Loworlng 
llin Tomparattur*. 

A siek peinon should be bathed 
every day, iiiile^n fur some special 
mason tliodoeinr f.n liiiN il. Tlio skin 
can nut priip. i ly pei f'ii in in function 
of laiiyiiiK i.ll'llie Ka>;e iiKiltcr from 
the bo.ly nuli si iu pores aru koptopon. 
lu fovcr, spoiiginR with cold water is 
olio of the locogulzod mcnne of lower- 
ing Iho tompcraluro. It Is, llioi-ofnro. 
Important to know iiow to sivn a liatb 
to a person In liod as easily, spneilily, 
,111.1 1 ll'elnally as possible, llofino 
befc'liiniiig, every thing that will bo 
rcqniral shonld bo placed at the aide 
of the bod. Two blankola are ncedeii, 
two towels, n basin of water (if tbo 
lialh la to be a warm oiin a pitcher of 
hot water to repleiiisli llie lia^ii), anil 
a spon^'e. If llie lialii is given 
every day, soap is iiiinccossaiyj when 
it is used n cloth aliould be lubatltntod 
for tbo spoiigi', ns soap apolls the lat- 
ter. If the lli^'ht ilress anil shoot aio 
to bo cliangoil, the fiesli ones slniiilJ 
lio put to air, and warm al the liie. 
This precaution slimilil iiiiv. r lie ne- 
;,'leclcil. as damp Unon might givo a 
fatal chill. 

Double the blankets end to end, 
nii.V^iJ the patient to one slilo of tho 
linil, pnsh tho liod-clothos toward hliii. 
keeplni^ liiiii covered, anil, on tho 
> l.-an irspai-e, lay 111" f..lil.'il lilaiikot, 
ilraw llio bell K-ove rings over it, and 
iiiiil. r their slieltor mjvo tho patient 
oil it. Lay the second folded blanket 
over the spread, and- draw all 
the bod-clotlie* from beneath it, 
leaving the patient covered with 
It alone. Rumovc the iilglil dress, 
sqiieezii llm »|iiinfro 90 that it 
will mil iliip, mnl liallio the face, 
iieek anil ears, wiping them oarofully 
afterward. PA|» the hand holding Iho 
sponge under the blanket, and wash 
tho arras, drying each a« aoon aadone; 
tlion bnthe the body and wipe it dry? 
tnni Hie iiatieiil on tliii side, and batho 
111,' Iiai lc, llieii llio le;;s to llio knees; 
turn again on tho back and linisli tlio 
logs nnd foot. The points to bo ro- 
inomboretl are not to expose Iho pa- 
tlqitt to cold by Icttlnlg the blanket slip 
asldN notio wot too largo a surfaco 
atoiicp, anil to wipo tlioron;,'lily dry. 
ll.plare Hie liiglil ilii'ss anil iieil- 
clolhos draw out tho upper blnnkot, 
movo tbo patlontoff the lower blanket 
to dry. They will bo damp, but not 
wet, if tlio bnth has boon properly 
given.— Good llnuse JcMpiug.

Attrlforsos Deposits la the l^nd UlTsrs of 
tho tVvttern NIerraa. 

California will continue, as in the 
pa^l, one of llie chief gold-proilueiii;; 
countries in tho world. A piolilic 
suurco of its fiitiiru mineral wealth will 
lio the dead rivers whioh abound in tho 
lower wostorn Sierra'. A dead river 
Is a channel once oceupieil by a run- 
ning slroani, bill n.iiv lllloil and cov- 
ered with gniuil. or earthy or rocky 
matter. The ilea.l rivers of California 
Lecame such mainly through volcanic 
causes. Tills fact is nowhere more ap- 
parent than In the aai|(arn part of 
Butte County, whore merely a glance 
al tholopo^r.iphy plainly reveals a hor- 
izontal sir ila of lava in pla.'. H sev.ral 
liumlrod foot in IliieUne-i thai iu soino 
past ng" has spiea.l i.v.T lli.i country, 
crushing ubstriiclioiU, tilling depres- 
sions and burying n channel system 
ns comploto nnd extensive as the water 
iystomof t«-day. This great overflow 
of lava ciimo from active volcanoes, 
presumhly the Lassen Unites.

In hoe- 
pitalB there Is a constant petition from 
some of the Inmates for "Utters" ol 
some kind, as these preparations mostly 
contain alcohol. The alcohol is fre- 
quently added to preserve the vegetable 
extracts from (eriiieiitation, but in tho 
so-called "tpmpcranco drinks" tho es- 
sential oonatltuent Is •loohol, while tlio 
vegetable bitter Is added Id order to 
deceive. 

Tlio doctor Is seldom tho victim of 
deception lilie tlii". hut in cases of 
lailiea who me 111.' siil.j.'els ..f :Ileiili.il- 
ism it Is not always easy to learn thu 
means adopted to secare the necessary 
intoxicants. The concealed source of 
intoxloatieB Is occasionally found to be 
the cologne water bottle nr other prepa 
ration of diluted alenlnd scented with 
essentt.il oils. At other times it is a 
ciinliilenlial servant, who brings ill tho 
daily s.up|ily of llie onlinary intoxicant 
for a considcratiiiii. .Such eases of de- 
cepUoD aro often very difficult to detect. 
Tho dread of having to give up a habit 
wbleh has liei onie part and parcel of 
tho iniliviiliial is a strong motive for 
such concealiiieiit. In tho ease of 
young men, whose positionsin liusiiiess 
depend uiwii sobriety, along with other 
substantial qnalitlos, ihero'are the 
strongest possible motives fur conceal- 
ing the cause of headache, nerronsness. 
disturbance ol the stomach, etc., fid- 
l.iwin;: tho oxcesiivo use ol nIcohoL 
Of eijiirso, It is fooiiahneas itsdl to at- 
tempt to deceive the physician who is 
askeil for relief of these symptoms, still 
the attempt la often made, with the 
hope that the doctor can cure the after 
efl'ects without knowing the cause. As 
a matter of fact, such a plan never sue 
ceods, unless It U a neilglini,-fioni one 
of the iiiiiiier.iiis diploma mills to be 
f.niiiil in every city. In other words, 
tho competent physician Is always able 
to raoognlae such eases, whalorer de- 
vices may boadoplod toeonooal the true 
state of affairs. - / "«n Olo6«-Z>imo- 
crat.

A Wava Powar Motor. 

Aa angina hat been Invented and

A bill approved by the llailrtMid 
C'uinuiissloners and other* ha* been 
iulrodueod into the legUlaturC) the 
pnrpoN of which li to give the con 
trol, even into minute detail*, of our 
railroad* to three Commlialoners, 
who are lelectcd beeauio Ibey have 
bad no ekperlenee in transportation 
According to Oommlaiiouer Bpald' 
Ing the bill may be anmmarlzed a* 
follows: 

"Th« propoicd law gives power lo 
the CoinnilHsioners In i(<|iiiie llie 
election and niainliiiiiiiin'e nl ,-liilioii 
Ikiusch and oilier xlulion liiciliiieK; to 
compel trains on connecting liiieij to 
run so as lo make reasonable clone 
coiiiieclionB ; to inspect railroads and 
railroad bridges, and lo eauso neces- 
sary rcpairH to lie made on the same 
to employ experts to examine bridges, 
trestles, and tunnels. A maximum 
rale mi tlie Irai^portatlon of coal is 
al«n iiM'il liv Ihe bill, wilh power iu 
the coinini»»ioii to xuspeud said clause 
if initsdiacreiion it Inexpedient lo 
do so. Hales on all oilier articles are 
left undioturbcd, siibjecl, liowcver, lo 
llie iiiilgmcnt of llie coniniinslon as lo 
reatoiiablo or cxiorlionate charges '' 
Each railroad has a multiplicity of 
olllcern, a president, a traffic mana 
ger, a general manager, a general 
Hupcriutcudent, a general ticket agent 
and a general freight agent lo do for 
one lino what Coromiadoner Bpald 
ing think* one or three Commi**iou- 
urs can do for all the railroad* in the 
.Slate. 

Either no commi**lon would try 
to do any of ihi* w«>rk, or, trying, 
would only •occeed In doing it bad- 
ly, or el*e It would be forced to em- 
ploy au army of expert* and of ac- 
countants and make the departmoul 
in charge of the railroads more ex- 
tensive and more expenaire than the 
whole machinery of Htate govern- 
ment Is to-day.

Legislation of tbl* character la ex 
lierimental, and on that aoconnt ob- 
jectionable. The argnmenta naed in 
behalf of It are all worn out. They 
were advanced and anawered and 
rejected in thia Bute five or lixyear* 

ago. 

What we want 1* competition; 
more railroad* { and under auch 
law railroad buildiog would ceaae. 
liive carefully guarded cbartera to 
all men who care to put money lulo 
railroad* in Kentucky. Encourage 
thorn to come in on the term* laid 
down by the Qovernor in lii* late 
veto meaiage. Kentucky ia an invit 
ing field for the loveator, and every 
road built extenda the area of coinpC' 
lition iu rate*; every extcnslou Into 
a country devoid of railroads lessens 
ill that territory the cost of getting 
its jiroducts to market, aud of getting 
goods home in exchange. 

This Ih tho policy for tho State to 
pursue in regard to railroads, giving 
charters that accord with tho ex 
perieiico of the past, and within 
hroad liiiiiti letlingeompetltion work 
Us perf( d word. Tliero is nothing 
ealliiig fur an abundunnient of this 
policy, adhered to during llie past 
eight years, and certainly nothing 
jiiBiify such a wide departure as that 
proposed in llie bill as siinimarized 
by Mr. Spalding. It should be 
titled a bill lo dii.courage railroad 
building in Ivuntiicky.

return it, or lo have your mail given 
to aiwlher, keeping you In suspense 
while It ha* to go tlirough the post- 
oftlce a second time before it comes 
Into your potseasion. When tbe of- 
fice was run by tbo late Jno. U. Oow- 
an there was a groat deal of com- 
plaint, and It was hoped that il 
would be greatly improved under 
tbo managomciit of Mr. McKenzle. 
Scarcely a day pattes without tho 
mall belonging lo other* being put lu 
the SoDTii Kbntcokiah'h box, as well 
as In other bozea, for which carele**- 
neas there seem* lo be but little ex- 
cute. Several years ago when the 
pott-offloe was run by Mr*. Bnrbrldge 
with only Mr. Lambdin to assist tier, 
audi wa* not tbe case, and now fuur 
person* work in the offlea and can- 
not «et th* mall matter atralght. It 
la Irna Mr. MeKanzle i* not physieal- 
ly able to do much work, and Mr. 
Randle devote* mott of bl* time to 
the money-order department, hence 
most of the tronble ariaek from leav- 
ing the work to boy* who ar* ineHI- 
cienL The buaina** men In that part 
ofihaeilr where the post-office is 
Ke ated make up tlie rent for Mr. 
iMi'Kenzle, and this being tbe oaaa il 
Uiea seem that be would be lietler 
able lo hire eflldent clerks, wlio 
would lake pains lo have every piece 
of mall matter properly placed. A 
pnst-offlce i* for tlie aecommodatbn 
of the people of a eommuBily, snd 
the po*tma*ter when be lakea bl* 
ostb agraea to propariy oonduet it 
Tho office i* dosed entirely too

"Every posluasler mn*t keep 
poat-oHlos open for the dtspatoU of 

business ovary day, except Sunday 
and lioiidayr, during the usual hours 
in which the principal buainets 
liunsos in the place are kept open, 
and attend at auoh other hours as 
may be neceeaary lo receive and dis- 
jiaich malls. When Ihe mail 
arrives on Sunday, he will keep hia 
pott-office open for one hour or more 
after the arrival and aiaortnaBt 
thereof, if Ihe public eonren- 
lenca require it, for the de- 
livery of the same only. * • 
While open, itampa may Im sold 
to anyone applying for them. * • 
Dellvpry on Sunday mnit not bo re- 
i-trkted to box holdert, but made to 
all who call wbilo tho office ia open 
Tlio nlUce on week daya ahould not- 
ho cinsiil iluriuK meal hours. * • * 
I pnii holidays post-offices mutt bo 
open autliciently to meet fairly the 
public convenience." 

Il will be noticed that the law is 
very oxplieit and not hard to under- 
stsiid. Kveryone knows tbe post-of- 
Itce is not kept open according to the 
above roquiroinonts, and more espec- 
ially on Sunday. 

The law requires the ofllce to bo 
ki l l 1 pen one honror more aflorcacb 
mail nil Sundaya, but this is notdouo 
anil fur what reason wo do not know. 
When mail matter la Ihusnot prompt- 
ly (>|)encd we do not see bow a spi 
lal delivery letter would ctand any 
show at all. The law on special-de- 
livery matter ssys "I'ostniastera 
should Ihercforc, open all mails at 
nin e nil their ariival as is rrqnired 
liy Ihe i't).'iilalinnii, and immediately 
xepauilo lliR matter bearing special- 
delivery tlaiiips ■ ' • after whieli 
It nnml ho delivi ied wiliioiit lovs of 
lime. Like ,dili({eiil aelinn iiiiisl he 
>;iveii lo ill lip on loeal mailer bearing 
pi I iai-dvlivcry alaiiips from the 
time il In depotilcd in tbo oflieo. ' 
Sliniilil a poHlmaster desire to follnw 
the law bo can not bo too particular 
ahiMil baiidling tho mail. A poat- 
nllii o kept strictly in arcnrdanco with 
the law is what llniikiiiKviHe needs 
ml what hhe has a riglit to e.Xi.ecl, 
and wo IriiMt Mr. MeKi ii/ie will real- 
I7.0 this fait am) e.vert bimseif 
in thi- ilii '.'i liuii. \ eiy few posl- 
masters aliarh as mni h imrortanco at 
is nceessary to ihe handling of iiows- 
papera. The law says: "Newspapers 
and periodicala sent lo regular siib- 
►erihers iiiiiHt bo pioiiiplly dinpalclicd 
to deatinatioii. To tbe addrcKsco such 
matter is at leasl of equal importance 
with letter mail, and it sbould be 
treated with ei|iial care by postal 
clerks." 

There i.s one Ihiiij; that will facili- 
tate the upuiiiiig nf mail.', unil that 
in carrying tlieni from the train to 
the piLsl-uflii o in loss time Ihuii ia 
now (Inne. 'I'lic law aaya the mail 
shall be carried with "l elerKy," and 
shall not be detained lir pa*Keiigers, 
freight nr eNpiTss mailer. 

Wni. Mi:l!eyiiold8, tho contractor, 
carrying the mails lo and from the 
depot, also carries liaggago tu and 
from tho hotel, and of course, when 
the train arrivcii ho has In load on 
tbetniiikN and valiHOx, which neces- 
sarily consiiiiies lime, and then un- 
load al the hold hefoi'u carrying tho 
■nail In the iinst-ollice. Wore bo to 
carry tin; mail directly to the oDico 
and then return for hia baggage, lliu 
public would be aervcd aooner with 
their roall. We trust Mr. McKeuxio 

ill give tbe matter prompt consid- 
eration and fuifll that part of Ihe law 
that is lacking.
